While the results have not yet been 
tabulated, it is estimated that one out 
of every three or four persons in “Little 
Italy’? is infected with phthisis.

of the good and the beautiful in 
music.and the drama, asked me 
in the foyer of the Princess the 
other evening if I knew why people in 
this vicinity fail th such large numbers 
to enjoy “ Pierrot the Prodigal.” 
- He had seen’ the pantomime six 
times, so much was he charmed by its 
delicate, persuasive, and various felic- 
ity, and he was perplexed and dis- 
turbed over the indifference of his 
fellow townsmen to its exquisite fasci- 
nations. “Is it,” said he, “ because it 
is too subtle, too cunning, and too 
free from the slap stick—too artistic, 
in short, to appeal to a popular taste ~ 
blunted by loud plays and the moving 
pictures? . Or is it because our inex- 
perience in dymb-show acting makes 
us incapable to understand emotions 
and events unaccompanied by words?” 
a 
It is a lonely thing to be a cham- 
pion, ‘said one of Mr, Shaw's heroes; 
but it Is lonelier still to be an adver- 
sary (in print) of so precious a thing 
‘as “Pierrot the Prodigal.” It is so 
lonely, ‘in fact, that on Sunday night, 
discovering that I did not react ac- 
cording to formula, I asked the quiv- 
ering and gregarious Mr. Donaghey to 
save me from recording my humiliat- 
ing isolation. That was a cowardly 
evasion. But since the Drama league 
has had nerve enough to admit that it 
liked “The Cinderella Man,” why 
should not I be almost as valorous and 
confess that “ Pierrot the Prodigal” 
bored me, much as I am bored by Eva 
Tanguay, and the plays of Lope de 
Vega? | 


—— 

For several reasons, and I think that 
I speak for the barbarian majority of 
those who remain calm before the ob- 
vious delights of “ Pierrot the Prodi- 
gal.” Like the Alabamian wench, we 
have been ruint—but by the hopping 
pictures. To some extent is Mr. Pam’s 
implied diagnosis correct. We yawn 
(secretly) at Pierrot, not because he is 
too subtle but because he is ‘not subtle 
enough; not because of the absence of 
the slapstick but because of its pres- 
ence. We confuse the new, or moving 
picture, art of pantomime with the old, 
and we prefef the swift efficiency of 
the one to the forced explicitness of 
the other, neglecting to be reverent in 
ee SS 
dition.

A public noceutomned to the othe 
and penetrating pantomime of the 
photograph plays feels a resentment, 
no doubt unworthy, against the noisy 
silences of “Pierrot the Prodigal.’ 
Almost any sagacious film player will 
by a fleet, discerning shade of facial 
expression depict an emotion more 
eloquently than does Pierrot by his 
most flamboyant gyrations and 
moués. Mr. Grant Allen has said that 
the most intelligent are the least in- 
telligent in the theater—a theory 
'which may explain the vagarious 
vogue of “ Pierrot the Prodigal.”

The trouble with us outlanders is, 
for instance, that when Miss Marjorie 
Patterson wishes to elucidate Pierrot’s 
| proposed expedition to the gaming 
‘house her labors to be intelligible are 
as painful as those of an agitated mute 
seeking to be articulate. There in- 
deed is the swollen speech of panto- 
mime, forced and strident. We feel like 
exclaiming: “Spell it out or use the 
sign language.” 'The Chaplinesque an- 
tics of the amorous baron, who falls 
upon the floor and who becomes en- 
tangled with the bird cage and the hat 
boxes, evoke laughter from the many 
| who think it is artistic to unbend; but 
how much wittier is Mr. Charles Chap- 
lin when he hops jauntily upon his 
own neck, proving to us that humor is 
physical as well as nearly-mental.:

Those who are happiest at “ Pierrot 
the Prodigal,” and.I envy them their 
attitude, are those who have a sentl- 
mental regard for the theater and its 
traditions, 

In the daubed face of “the eternal 
child,” the corked eyebrows, the rouged 
lips, the skull cap, and the voluminous 
ruff are enshrined much of the en- 
chanting lore.of the dfama. And those 
who, having encountered the art of 
the mime in the movies and have 
become fond of it, will find pleasure in

! T THIS time of the year tens of 
ig A thousands of people are planning 
trips north, south, east, and 
4 west, to end from every part of 
our vast domain, and their first 
thought is, ‘Can the trip be made by 
motor?’ “Is it possible, even if likely 

to be uncomfortable? ”’ 

Tf the trip they propose offers the 
least possibility of successful comple- 
tion they will start it and in nine cases 


out of ten finigh it, even under the tre- }. 


mendous difficulties which are now pre- 
sented to the American endeavoring to 
“eee America,” by traveling about 
America free from the shackles of rail- 
road time tables and thé restricting’ 
frame of the parlor car window. 

The point is that the average Amer- 
foan in the year 1917 when planning a 
trip thinks first of his motor car as 4 
means of locomotion, If motor trans- 
portation is out of the question due to 
road conditions he turns to the railroad 
or steamship lines, bat the motor first. 
Why? 

Careful statisticlana estimate -that 
there are in use in this country this 
year 4,000,000 gelf-propelled pleasure ve- 
hicles. This is one motor car to ap- 
proximately twenty-five inhabitants of 
the United States. The average Amer- 
jean of today, gow is @ motorist. 


The Lincoln highway is probably first 


in the thoughts of au ile owners 
having such an extended drive as a 
eoast to coast trip in view this season. 
Certainly the unprecedented volume of 
inquiries being received by the head-' 
quarters of the Lincoln Highway asso- 
giation points to.this conclusion. The 
estual condition of the highway itself, 
what has been done in the way of im- 
provement in the last year, and the na- 
ture of the improvements to be under- 
taken during the present year are of 
Interest to the entire automobile world. 

The increase in transcontinental tour- 
ing during the last three years has 
been between 500 and 600 per cent. The 
number of cars which have been checked 
on the Lincoln highway in the last 
two years brings home the significance 
of the movement,: 

Payson W. Spaulding, Wyoming state 
sonsul of the Lincoln Highway associ- 
ation, is authority for some figures in 
this connection which have been taken 
at western points of small population 
where the traffic is more readily notice-| 
abie and can be accurately counted.. He 
gays: 
through Evanston, Wyo., on the Lincoln 
highway. In 1916 we averaged about 
thirty-five cars a day during the seven 
months of the year the road is open to 
travel, or 7,000 automobiles in all. I 
enderstand in one day at Lyman, Wyo., 
150 tourists’ automobiles were counted.” 

The increase in through traffic on the 
Zincoln highway has been general. 

The highway today is a far different 

" woute from that traversed by the trang- 
sontinental motorists of two and three 
years ago. The tourist now cannot ap- 
_preciate, umless he attempted a similar 
drive over the transcohtinental route 
three or four years ago, the extent of 
the improvement which has been ac- 
eomplished. |

New Jersey, with much less than 100 
miles of Lincoln highway, spent $183,678 
in improvements in 1916. 

Pennsylvania spent $193,054, all in 
maintenance, and has but eleven miles 
of Lincoln highway within its borders 
that is dirt road.

é VOLUNTEERS AT THE MARNE. 
{Phe battle of the Marne proved conclusively the 
ineffitiency of the volunteer system in modern war. 

At the outbreak of war England sent to France 
its volunteer army, which, with the possible excep- 
tion of the armies surrendered at Metz and Sedan 
$n the Franco-Prussian war, was the best equipped 
and best trained volufteer army that ever entered 
war. It numbered three army corps. Fighting be- 
gide and against conscript troops, its efforts were 
more harmful to its ally than to its enemy. When 
Gen. Joffre ordered his ‘great strategic retreat the 
English army could not keep in touch with the 
French army and, — suffered severe. and 
bloody reverses. + 

When Joffre turned like a tion on his enemy he 
ordered the British army to take the left of his vis- 
ible battle line to oppose Von Kluck, while Gallieni 
Wes rushed forth from Paris to turn the German 
right flank. The British army could not advance 
@e fast ‘as the French armies. While the French 
gomscripts nailed their opponents to the ground and 
held them helpless to rescue the threatened flank, 
the British volunteers were still plodding weartly 
from the rear. 

Free from enemies in front, Von Kluck was able 
te mass his entire army against Gallieni and throw 
back the flank movement. This caused Gen. 
Joffre’s magnificent plan to miscarry, and it was 
only through a brilliant move of Gen. Foch with 
Teinforcements of hastily armed civilians pre- 
Viously trained through the system of universal 
service that victory was achieved. 

* The almost fatal failure of the British army was 
through no fault of its generals or lack of bravery 
in the men, but was due to the volunteer system 
whereby men of middie age marched in the ranks 
with men in the prime youth, The French 
armies and the German armies were composed only 
of men in the prime of their youth. Gen. Joffre

War calls 
for thé greatest powers of organization and admin- 
istration. It calls for the development to the full- 
@st extent of all our resources. We need the men 
who know our financial and our indus- 
trial resources, great bankers, great manufacturers 
and merchants, great transportation men, great 
agriculturists and great organizers of labor. 

The council of national defense is an admirable 
Mucieus for this organization of American power.

The most tmportant resolution the Asserioun 
government could make is to avoid hasty action. 
The only measure that has been fully discussed 
for many months is that for universal service. 


the shortest possible time by the only method by 
which it can be accomplished expeditiously— and 
without confusion, injustice, and disorganization 
of the whole country, compulsory service. 

Congress should pass the president's military 
measure without delay and then settle down to 
the careful and thorough consideration of the 
measures necessary to meet the expenses of the 
government and for the efficient conduct of the 
war on land and sea. We must not be struck 
down by a mass of ill considered legislation. 

Eeonomic chaos back of the battle lines is as 
disastrous as military chaos at the front... =~ 
Congress should seize this fact at the beginning 
of our participation in the world war and should 
never let go of it. The health and strength of 
American business should be kept constantly in 
‘mind, for it is expected to carry a tremendous 
burden, to redouble its energies, and, what must 
not be forgotten for a moment, to emerge from the 
war capable of entering the world-wide “ war after 
the war,” the rivalry of nations in commerce. 

The nation now more than ever needs our fac- 
tories and houses running full capacity.. It needs 
our farms producing to the limit. It needs our 
banks functioning confidently and to the full ex- 
tent of their powers and resources. 

The nation needs this for the successful conduct 

of the war and for its protection just as it needs 
a well constructed and well manned navy and an 
army trained to the minute and competently sup- 
plied. We had better have German submarines 
shelling our coasts“and Mexican guerrillas raiding 
our border than ill conceived legislation paralyz- 
ing business initiative and shaking financial con- 
fidence. We had better have a food shortage than 
@ War panic, 
The British, in a situation much more acute 
than ours seems to be at present, realized this and 
while imposing heavy taxes kept “business as 
usual” as their principle. We shall. commit an 
inexcusable and fatal blunder if we do not follow 
this example. We are just entering upon what 
may be a'long ordeal. Congress should beware of 
half beked devices, of hasty, fll considered meas- 
ures. Many of these will be urged by gentlemen 
who have not enough practical experience or ca- 
pacity for action to administer a cigar stand. 
Many will be backed by windy organizations whose 
knowledge and whose numbers are in inverse ratio 
to the noise they make. Congress has a tendency 
to take such demonstrations too seriously. Before 
the grim necessities of war we hope for more 
backbone in our legislators, and we ask that in 
calling upon the nation for sacrifice and in de-, 
vising measures necessary to carry out the na- 
tion’s new responsibilities congress act only after 
the most mature consideration and only upon the 
best obtainable advice, 

British and French conditions are not exactly 
ours. But we believe our government can learn 
much from the war experiences of our allies both 
as to the raising, training, equipment of armies, 
and as to the conservation and expenditure tfthe 
nation's financial and industrial resources. - 

The problems of war finance are difficult and 
their right solution vitally important. Congress 
nagar move slowly, in evolving the nslesrigal we are 
to adopt. — :

ARTICLE X.—Every merchant vessel, Pgood, thorough cleaning, floors as well as

books, that the vessel has been visited 
by one of the enemy’s cruisers, renders 
the sick and wounded incapable of serv- 
ing during the continuance of the war. 
The cruisers shall even have the right 
of putting on board an officer to accom- 
pany the conyoy, and thus verify the 
good faith of the operation. : 

If the merchant ship carries a cargo 
its neutrality will still \protect it, pro- 
vided that cargo is not of a nature 
to be confiscated by the belligerent. 
The belligerents retain the right to pro- 
hibit to neutralized vessels all commun- 
ication and any course which they may 
deem prejudicial to the secrecy of their 
operations. In urgent cases special con- 
ventions may be entered into between 
commanders in chief, In order to neu- 
tralize temporarily and in a _ special 
manner the vessels intended for the re- 
moval of the sick and wounded. 

ARTICLE X1.—Wounded or sick sal- 
lors and soldiers, when embarked, to 
whatever nation they belong, shall be 
protected and taken care of by their 
captors. Their return to their own 
country is subject to the provisions of 
Article VI. of the convention and of 
additional Article V. 


ARTICLE XIl.—The distinctive flag 
to be used, with the national flag, in 
order to indicate any vessel or boat 
which may claim the benefit of neutral- 
ity, in virtue of the principles of 
convention, is a white flag with a red 
cross. The belligerents may exercise in 
this respect any mode of verification 
which they may deem necessary. Miuili- 
tary hospital ships shall be distin- 
guished by being painted white outside, 
with green strake. 

ARTICLE XIII.—The hospital ships 
which are equipped at the expense of 
the aid societies recognized by the gov- 
ernments signing this convention, and 
_ which @re furnished..with a.commission 
emanating from the sovereign, who 
shall have given express authority for 
their being fitted out, and with a cer- 
tificate from the proper naval authority 
that they have been placed under his 
control during their fitting out and on 
their final departure, and that they 
were then appropriated solely to the 
purpose of this mission, shall be consid- 
ered neutral, as well as the whole of 
their personnel. 

They shall be respected and protected 
by the belligerents. They shall make 
themselves known by hoisting, together 
with their national flag, the white flag 
with a red cross. The distinctive mark 
of their personnel, while performing 
their duties, shall be a brassard of the 
same colors. The outer paintings of 
these hospital ships shall be white, with 
red -#trake.

INJUSTICE TO GUARD 


Tribune.}—The recent decision fn ref- 
erence to national guardsmen who have 
not taken the Hay oath seems to be 
rank injustice. When these men joined 
the guard they were sworn in for a 
definite period. Afterward the Hay 
oath was invented and coercion was ap- 
plied to compel them to serve a six 
year period, for which they had never 
contracted, or take a discharge which 
is practically a @ishonorable “one, al- 
though that word is omitted. 

Yet the report of the proposed volun- 
teer law, as well as conscription, if it 
comes, is to enlist or conscript men for 
the period of the war, which might be 
three years, but is more likely to be one 
year or less. 

Why should the man who volunteered 
to join the guard before there was a 
war be punished? One reason might 
be that we have to coax men to volun- 
teer now, and must make @ short time 
enlistment an drgument. | 
There is at present ne such necessity 
as would demand that every guardsman 
be held, else there would be no oppo- 
sition to an immediate universal law. 
But those who have experienced the 
treatment accorded the guardsmen, in 
many instances, decline to be forced 
into a lofig term enlistment when it is 
not demonstrated that they are needed. 

It would have been better for the 
country if one and all of the guards- 
men had refused to take the Hay oath 


service law, and that is why so many 
did hesitate. They were just as pa- 
triotic as any, but from experience they 
gaw the folly of the whole militia sys- 
tem and sought to bring about a 
‘change. But no dishonorable discharge, 
or discharge with a sting in it, should be 
given to any one who has served his 
original term of enlistment with credit,
